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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 24 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 24 and 30 are not clear how the immunoassay strip is integrated into the testing device. How is 
the sample communicated to the immunoassay strip and what it this strips relationship with the non- 
immunoassay strip? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-6,8-19,23-27 and 29-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Horstman et al. 

In addition to the remarks made in paper (5), Horstman et al. teach a housing (34) that has been 
read on the claimed support. The claimed "non-immunoassay" pad has been read on the taught pad 
(36). The claimed "reagent free absorbent strip" has been read on the taught absorbent strips (46,48). 
Also, it is clear Horstman et a!, teaches a device with multiple reaction zones(40) that would provide more 
than one reagent. Finally, Horstman et al. teach in column 7 lines 25+ that both chemical and 
immunological reagent can be employed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 
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Claims 7,20-22 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Horstman et al. in view of Lappe. 

See the appropriate paragraph of paper 5. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/1/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants state the claimed invention differs from Horstman et al. in that the urinalysis pad is not 
a vehicle for wicking and requires a separate reagent free pad to perform the wicking function. Horstman 
et al. teaches reagent free absorbent strips(46,48) in contact with urinalysis pad(36) and is 
indistinguishable from the instant claims. Applicant's state pending claim 6 requires the urinalysis pad to 
overlap the absorbent pad. Horstman et al. teaches the overlap of pad(36) and absorbent strips(46,48) 
and has been properly read on the instant claims. 

Applicants traverse the 35 USC 103 rejections on the basis that the 35 USC 102 rejections are improper. 
The Office maintains all the rejections of record are proper.

All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been 
finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had 
been entered in the earlier application.
